Tiny Plant 
May Power 
Space Trips 


By RALPH DIGHTON 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Meet 


the electric rocket—a tiny power 
plant that some day may drive 
space ships of almost any size to 
the moon and the planets. 


The clcclric rocket probably 


will be the final and critical stage 
of the huge projectiles President 
Kennedy lias ordered developed 
lo lake 
men to the moon 
and 


back in this decade. 


Eight companies and two gov- 


ernment agencies gave technical 
papers on electric rockets Tues- 
day at one of the nation's top 
scientific conventions—the annual 
joint meeting of the Institute of 
Aerospace 
Sciences 
and 
(he 


American Rocket Society. 


Concensus of the papers is that 


the electric rocket works—under 
laboratory conditions. 


By the time large clusters of 


present-day intercontinental mis- 
siles are ready to boost big space 
ships beyond earth's gravitational 
pull — possibly in three to five 
years—electric rockets should be 
far enough advanced to take over 
the job of propulsion in space. 


Capt. Richard Hayes, an Air 


Force research expert assigned 
to the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration in Washing- 
ton, said in an interview: 


"This is an important 
field 


where the United States can forge 
ahead of Russia ,in the. space 
race." 


Neither the Soviet Union nor the 


United States has yet tested';an 
electric rocket in space, but both 
are rushing research programs. 
Hayes said the U.S.S.R. plans a 
test flight later this year; ^Amer- 
ica's target elate is sometime' next 
year.

GENEVA (AP)-U. S. Ambas- 


sador W. Averell Harriman today

Viet Nam took part in the suc- 
cessful attack on Padong in Laos. 


In a speech at the international 


conference 
on Laos 
Harriman 


said nothing about today's attacks 
by pro-Communist rebel forces in 
Laos, which military men judged 
more important than the attack 
on Padong on June 7. The West 
boycotted the conference 
five 


days because of its anger about 
Padong. 


The latest attacks took two vil- 


lages near the narrow waist of 
Laos and threatened to split the 
forces of the royal Laotian gov- 
ernment into two segments. 


Although a spokesman for Har- 


riman minimized the importance 
of these attacks, military men 
considered them even more flag- 
rant violations of the cease-fire. 
The Communists have not even 
complained that it was provoked 
by supply flights of U. S. planes 
over their territory, as they did 
at Padong. 


Harriman said: 
"The Soviet Union has been al- 


most daily supplying the forces of 
the rebels, through Xieng Khou- 
ang by an airlift which originates 
in North Viet Nam." 


Harriman's speech was a reply 


>to Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, who blamed the United 
States and pro-Western troops for 
earlier violations of the Laotian 
cease-fire proclaimed last month. 


Harriman also answered Soviet 


charges that the United States 
was deliberately holding up prog-. 
•ess of the 14-nation conference. 


He said the delay was caused 


ay Gromyko's refusal to send ade- 
quate instructions to the Intern*- ] 
:ional Control Commission and by 
:he refusal of the contending fac- 
:ions in Laos to cooperate with 
:he commission which supervises 
truce teams in Laos trying to 
control the cease-fire. 


Western delegations here have 


accused the Communists of using 
the plenary slssions, attended by 
all the conference delegations, as 
a sounding board for propaganda. 


Harriman said small working 


groups would permit careful dis- 
cussion of rival proposals. "We 
are fully prepared to enter into 
detailed drafting work on a para- 
graph -by-paragraph, line-by-line, 
by-line, word-by-word basis," ho 
said.

Will Ask for 
Rehearing on 
Omnibus Bil!

LITTLE 
ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus said today his 
attorneys will ask the Arkansas 
Supreme Court to reconsider its 
decision invalidating the 1961 om- 
nibus law. • 


"Because there were five opin- 


ions from the seven members of 
the court on the act and since the 
matter was decided by the nar- 
rowest, margin, 43, attorneys will 
file a petition for rehearing" Fau- 
bus said in a brief prepared state 
ment. 


"Under the circumstances, the 


court should properly take another 
close look, a long, close look, at 
the case and the pleadings that 
will be filed." 


There were three dissenting opin 


ions and one concurring opinion in 
addition to the majority opinion 
when the court ruled the $14.5 mil- 
lion appropriation law unconsti 
tutional June 5. 


The court now in summer 
re- 


cess, will reconvene June 23 to 
hear petitions for rehearing. 


Last day for filing a rehearing 


petition will be June 22, the day 
before the court meets. 


Faubus said he did not know on 


what basis attorneys would ask 
for a rehearing. "That's a matter 
to be determined by th elawyers," 
he said. 


Faubus has said he will call a 


special session of the Legislature 
to. reappropriate money from the 
omnibus law, but he said he won't 
call the Legislature back until aft 
a June 27 vote on his companion 
$60 million state bond issue. 


Faubus said he was not ready 


today to give any indication of a 
date for a special sesssion.- He 
has said the fate of the bond issue 
will determine what action he asks 
from any special session.

Conference

dent Kennedy's aides have buei. 
far less prompt with news nbonl 
his back injury—described as not 
serious—than President Eisenhow- 
er's 
slaff was with information 


about his truly serious illnesses. 


You might get the impression— 


listening (n Kennedy's press sec- 
retary, 
Pierre Salinger — that 


news just travels slower is White 
House circles these days. But one 
thing is sure. 


Salinger is either a lot more 


tardy in learning what happens 
to his 
boss—or in telling the 


press about it—than was ever the 
case with ames Ha-gerty, who 
was Eisenhower's press secre- 
tary. 


As a result, Salinger Tuesday 


Sot into one of the hottest news 
conferences he's had since taking 
over as Kennedy's press secre- 
tary. 


According to the White House. 


Kennedy hurt his back May 
ifi 


while in Canada turning a spade- 
ful of earth during a ceremony. 
With an aching back he went to 
Europe for separate talks with 
British Prime Minister Macmil- 
Ian, French President de Gaulle, 
and Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 


But it wasn't until June 8, two 


days 
after 
Kennedy's 
return 


from Europe, that Salinger re- 
vealed 
the President had suf- 


fered the injury. By this time 
Kennedy had been in pain three 
weeks. 


.Why had (he news been bottled 


up that long? Salinger put the 
responsibility on the 
President 


and said Kennedy hadn't even 
mentioned it to his personal staff. 


Yet Salinger said Kennedy had 


been on crutches two days at his 
Hyannis Port, Mass., home be- 
fore leaving May 30 for Europe. 
This- raised an immediate ques- 
tion: Didn't Kennedy's staff know 
about this? If not. where was the 
staff? 


While Salinger insisted the back 


injury wasn't serious—and wasn't 
at all related to previous back 
injuries which required three op- 
erations—the long delay in letting 
it be known gave it importance. 


When Salinger finally made the 


news known June 8 he did so 
by opening his conference with 
the announcement that "the Pres- 
ident will oppear today using 
crutches." 


Once Kennedy did appear on 


crutches, of course, the news of 
the injury would be out anyway. 
So Salinger's revleation was only 
going to beat public knowledge 
by a few hours anyway. 


Salinger sr,id Kennedy was un- 


der the care of his White House 
physician. Dr. Janet Travel], who 
had treated him before for trou- 
ble with his back. 


Salinger on Tuesday disclosed 


further that a New York special- 
ist, Dr. Preston Wade, had been 
called down to Florida last week- 
end to examine Kennedy's back. 
Salinger said Dr. Wade agreed 
with Dr. Travell this injury was 
not related to previous ones. 


But this disclosure 
also was 


tardy. 


In the first place, it wasn't 


made until after Kennedy had 
cancelled a speaking engagement. 
The White House said the speech 
was canceled so the President 
could give his back a chance to 
rest. Salinger said he himself 
learned only Tuesday that Dr. 
Wade had been called to Palm 
Beach Sunday. 


In the second place, even Dr. 


Wade's appearance in the case 
was handled in a way that was 
something less than completely 
direct. 


Salinger didn't go to Florida 


with Kennedy. But Andrew T. 
Hatcher, assistant press secreta- 
ry, 
was there. 
Salinger 
said 


Hatcher didn't know Dr. Wade 
had been called in Sunday. But 
Hatcher was asked specifically 
last Friday by The Associated 
Press whether Dr. Wade was be- 
ing called in. This question was 
based on reports that he was. 


Hatcher said Dr. Wade was not 


being called in and would not be. 
Hatcher 
said Tuesday he did 


learn Saturday that the New York 
specialist was being called on. 


But he never subsequently—un- 


til Salinger talked of it—revealed 
this knowledge, even though he 
had been asked the direct ques- 
tion about it. 


Photographers 
Monday 
were 


kept at a distance when Kennedy 
on crutches, boarded his return 
plane in Florida, got off it here, 
and later arrived by helicopter! 
on the White House grounds.

within 13 hours after Eisenhowe| 
suffered a heart attack. There- 
after newsmen were kept fully 
and continually informed.

The press 
was notified within J2 hours after 
he was stricken. When Eisenhow- 
er had a small stroke ID 1957 the 
press got the news within 24 
hours.
